LOOKING AHEAD. 


When industrial production in 
this country rose to the highest point 
in the nation’s peacetime history in 
the first two quarters of 1951, those 
businessmen looking ahead in their 
plans for the coming season antici- 
pated increasing employment with 
consequent labor scarcity, heavy 
public buying and possible inflation, 
accompanied by possible shortages 
of supplies and equipment. The 
slackening of the country’s industrial 
rate in the third quarter has caused 
some questioning as to those pros- 
pects. Recent resumption of highet 
activity in most lines, however, has 
made it quite likely that a new 
peacetime record for industrial pro- 
duction will be set for the year as a 
whole. 

Further increase, of course, is based 
on the steady rise in defense expendi- 
tures, the slow progress of which is 
blamed by some for the midyear let- 
down. Congressional appropriations 
and the military program assure a 
decided increase in such expendi- 
tures. By July of this year military 
spending had reached an annual rate 
of $35,000,000,000. By December it 
was expected to be at an annual rate 
of about $50,000,000,000, rising to 
about $65,000,000,000 by the middle 
of next year. ‘The later part of 1952 
and possibly the early part of 1953 
are expected to see the peak of re- 
armament expenditures, which will 
then level off and probably decline 
unless war intervenes. 

When Congress has passed the 
new tax bill, probably that will mark 
an all-time high in taxation. Pre- 
dictions are that the current bill will 
be the last tax legislation until 1953, 
when a downward revision might be 
in order in the absence of a general 
war. President Truman is expected 
to ask for additional taxes when 
Congress reconvenes next January, 
for he has done so periodically. But 
the impending national election next 
year will be an important political 
consideration in the eyes of con- 
gressmen, many of whom already be- 
lieve that taxes are too high for the 
good of the nation’s economy. 

The influence of the afore-de- 
scribed business factors will vary ac- 
cording to the type of operation and

EXECUTIVE TRAITS. 

Recognition of the problem of 
developing good executives in this 
field appeared in the latest release of 
the National Landscape Nursery- 
men’s Association, which devoted 
considerable space to reprinting por- 
tions of an article from Nation’s Busi- 
entitled, “Are You a Good 
Executive ?” 

While there are traits which come 
to mind as the requisite of a good 
executive and usually are placed 
first, such as ambition, ability to 
make decisions, capacity for organ- 
ization and the like, there appears in 
every list, short or long, of the quali- 
ties required of a successful execu- 
tive that which has to do with other 
people. Aside from ambition and 
a sense of responsibility, one might 
hazard the statement that the ability 
to solve the human equation is the 
most important of executive traits. 

The relationship of the 
exeeutive appears in three forms. 
One is that toward himself, which 
is self-control. Stability of tempera- 
ment and purpose is important. The 
man who cannot manage himself is 
not likely to be a competent manager 
of others. 

Of course, relationship with cus- 
tomers or the public is important. 
One may employ salesmen for the 
contacts, but if the management has 
not a sense of duty and responsibil- 
ity toward those whom it seeks to 
serve, it will not be among the most 
successful. 

Usually the human _ relationship 
that comes io mind in connection 
with the executive is the ability to 
manage people. Today that does not 
mean to be either a driver or a phil- 
anthropist. To maintain an organ- 
ization, one must have not only skill 
in working with people, but an 
understanding or sensativeness to 
their feelings. 

The man who seeks to be a good 
executive has much to learn about 
a considerable variety of subjects. 
Too often he is likely to pay more 
attention to those which are not so

ANOTHER REASON, 

At the season of the year whe 
metropolitan newspapers begin tp 
publish the local pollen count for the 
vuidance of hay fever sufferers. pro- 
tests appear in print about the wee& 
permitted to flourish in vacant lots 
especially where municipalities hay 
ordinances requiring owners of ye 
cant property to cut such weeds as 
are detrimental to the public health 
particularly ragweeds. 

After carrying on a campaign 
against the weeds in vacant lots for 
the past month, the Chicago Tribune 
recently claimed credit for the cut- 
ting of 500 acres of ragweed within 
the limits of the city. 

In a recent editorial referring to 
autumn garden shows, the Tribune 
pointed out that a solution of this 
current civic problem would be the 
cultivation of gardens in vacant cit 
lots where the ragweed has flour 
ished. “Of all the tomfoolery that 
was urged on the citizenry in the 
name of civilian defense during the 
last war,” asserted the editorial, “the 
only movement that made sense was 
the so-called victory gardens.” 

“Even the ash and rubbish dumps 
that exist on many vacant lots will 
if leveled, fertilized and _ watered, 
raise some kind of vegetable crop,” 
continued the editorial. “Obviously, 
they won’t then raise ragweed simul 
taneously unless fainthearted gat 
deners abandon them. If the quartet 
of a million hay fever sufferers @ 
the city will just organize garden 
clubs, they won’t have to be calling 
the building commissioner to com 
plain about noxious pollens. So fat 
as we know, the pollen of the com 
mon garden plants doesn’t make you 
sneeze.”

Che dark green, narrow leaves of 
the myrtleleaf boxwood are about 
one-half to three-quarters of an inch 
long. The habit of the plant is low 
and spreading, and the height can be 
easily kept to twelve to eighteen 
inches for many The formal- 
itv of other boxwoods, such as Buxus 
sempervirens suffruticosa, is missing 
in this plant, which makes it easie1 
to use and blend with other plants 
with comparable-size leaves 

The Korean boxwood is much 
like the myrtleleaf boxwood in form, 
habit and size, but the foliage is a 
lighter green. It has _ withstood 
temperatures below zero and reacted 
favorably. 

Rhododendron racemosum, May- 
flower rhododendron, with its small 
oval to oblong leaves of one inch 
to one and one-half inches long, is 
worthy of use in many landscape 
plantings.

With business, housekeeping and 
other activities demanding most of 
their time and with parking space at 
a premium today, people prefer to 
shop where they can buy their needs 
most conveniently, instead of having 
to go to one shop for one item and 
a different store for another article. 
The success of the supermarket groc- 
ery store, where the housewife may 
purchase easily and quickly all the 
meats, fruits, vegetables, frozen foods, 
canned goods, dairy products, bakery 
goods, soft drinks, household cleans- 
ers and related items for housekeep- 
ing; the complete department store, 
where the shopper may find furniture, 
clothing, jewelry, cosmetics, yard 
goods, foods and a myriad household 
items; the drugstore, where one may 
have refreshments or complete meals 
and buy, besides drugs, ice cream, 
cosmetics, books, jewelry, beverages, 
cigars and cigarettes and many house- 
hold items, are only a few of the types 
of retail establishments which have 
proved modern shoppers’ liking for 
one-stop buying. 

Buying plants, garden tools and 
supplies is being made just as easy 
for the home gardener through the 
supermarket type of nursery or gar- 
den center. One of the most recent 
of this kind was opened last March 
by the Hillenmeyers at Lexington. 
Ky. 

Located on a main highway and 
next to the offices and packing and 
storehouse of the Hillenmeyer Nurs- 
eries, the new garden center presents 
an attractive appearance with its 
brick and lath structure set in land- 
scaped ground and surrounded by 
ample parking space. Room for 
about seventy-five cars is located im- 
mediately outside the garden cente1 
itself, and there is space for many 
more cars on the highway and on the

The concrete beds extend in two 
rows from either side of this center 
bed, and at the east and west ends of 
the building are located raised wood- 
en benches on which are displayed 
dormant roses, annuals, perennials, 
mall fruits, vines and similar stock. 
Signs suspended overhead from the 
metal framework which supports the 
lath structure tell the customer the 
ype and variety of stock. 

Fruit trees are displayed separately 
awainst the lath background of the 
uutside walls. Metal pipes have been 
bent at 90-degree angles, with one 
end of the pipe set in the ground and 
the other against the lath wall, and 
these serve to separate the fruit tree 
vaneties. The variety names are 
designated by overhead signs. 

Customers may serve themselves or 
have attention from salesmen if they 
prefer. Attendants are on duty to 
help customers make selections or lift 
them into wheelbarrows and to carry 
purchases to cars. Free delivery serv- 
tis provided on large purchases and 
on other purchases if the customer so 
desires. When the customer has made 
lis selections, he transports them in 
awheelbarrow provided by the nurs- 
tty to one of two wrapping counters 
located at either side of the central 
building in the middle of the lath 
ules area. Here the stock is wrapped, 
and the customer pays the cashier. 
Attendants are handy to carry pack- 
ages to the cars, and extra ‘bus boys”

Each wrapping counter is di- 
vided’ and has a well where shingk 
tow is kept to wrap dormant roses 
and perennials, etc. On shelves over 
the wrapping counters are kept boxes 
in which to put potted annuals, etc., 
which is a timesaver, for then these 
items do not need to be wrapped 

All evergreens, shrubs, fruit 
and many other plants are individu- 
ally price-tagged, as is every item in 
the indoor salesroom, no matter how 
small. This system makes it easy for 
the customer to serve himself or to 
shop around while waiting for a sales- 
man.

DESCRIBES DUTCH 
BULB-GROWING INDUSTRY. 


Although the bulb-growing indus- 
try of the Netherlands is far behind 
that of the United States in general 
mechanization, there have 
pushed ahead in experimental work 
and in many other ways, according 
to Dr. Charles Gould, of the western 
Washington experiment _ station, 
Puyallup, recently returned 
from a 6-month visit in the Nether- 
lands with a vast store of information 
for bulb growers in America.

Dr. Gould, co-winner of the an- 
nual award by the Society of Ameri- 
can Florists for his work with bulbs. 
was quoted in the Puyallup Valley 
Tribune as saying that hand raising 
of bulbs in Holland allows the Dutch 
growers to do more experimenting in 
the crosing of varieties to obtain new 
types. If a grower develops an out- 
standing new tulip variety he may bi 
able to sell it for $250 per bulb th 
first year. 

The Dutch have invented a new 
sorting machine which grades bulbs 
by shaking them endwise through 
slotted sized according to 
grade, and have done considerabk 
work in retarding and speeding up 
bulb growth to fit various markets 
For example, by putting electri: 


sieves,

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Chemical Defoliation of Nursery Stock

A number of methods of defolia- 
tion have been tested experimentally 
at Cornell University, Ithaca, N. Y., 
during the past five years in hopes 
of finding ar effective, safe, econom- 
ical artificial method of defoliation 
to reduce the hand labor required 
in stripping stock for early fall ship- 
ment in October. These experi- 
ments covered three types. of 
methods. One includes treatments 
that kill the foliage and are followed 
by the falling of the dead leaves.

Chemicals that result in death and 
drving of leaves before abscission in- 
clude sodium pentachlorophenate, 
nitrogen carriers and virtually any 
readily soluble material, including 
many herbicides, fungicides, insecti- 
cides and fertilizers. Oils would also 
be included here; sodium penta- 
chlorophenate, potassium cyanate 
and many aromatic oils have given 
rather consistent results at Ithaca, 
N. Y., from August to October. 

Partial lifting or undercutting of 
nursery stock several weeks 
prior to final digging is not always 
practical or effective in some cli- 
mates. It was not successful at Ith- 
aca, N. Y., but possibly this method 
may have promise on irrigated sandy 
or gravelly soils.

Stripping Green Foliage. 
Hand stripping is the common 
method of defoliation in the field 
and later in storage. But it is ex- 
pensive of time and money; so it is 
practical only with high-priced items 
or as a finishing touch in grading 
operations. Lilac, privet and other 
stock with large leaves on a limited 
number of stems can be defoliated 
by hand rather quickly. Roses, bar- 
berries and other thorn-bearing o1 
heavily twigged plants are slow and 
unpleasant to defoliate by hand. 

Breaking or tearing green foliage 
from the stem can also be done by 
machine, but this method is appli- 
cable only to a few crops. Leather 


thongs mounted on a power-driven 
drum may be used, but many plants 
have only the leaf blade removed, 
while the petiole remains. Chicken- 
picking machines’ with rubber 
thongs are useful for rapid defolia- 
tion in storage. They are used com- 
mercially in storage cellars during 
processing. Injury to and 
buds was noted in tests with such 
machines at Cornell University.

Sweating often occurs 
during normal storage operations 
when bundles of freshly dug stock 
are piled in relatively warm storage 
cellars.

Chemical Defoliants. 


Of the defoliant formula- 
tions, such as arsenical spray with 
miscible oil; ethylene gas: water-solu- 
ble fluoride, especially of alkali 
metals, as sodium; Endothal; glycin- 
onitrile; b-aminopropionitrile and 
the sulphate; thiocyanates; cyanam- 
ides; copper sulphate and Nacconol, 
only three seem to have possible 
value as over-all defoliants; namely, 
Nacconol NR or HG, potassium cy- 
anate and Endothal.

Several limitations for the use of 
defoliants are the need for a reliable 
method of determining plant matu- 
rity, adequate facilities to prevent ex- 
cessive desiccation of roots of early- 
dug stock and prompt digging after 
the defoliant spray or dust has been 
applied. Older plants mature their 
foliage earlier in the fall, so are more 
responsive to defoliants. However, 
the degree of defoliation varies with 
the plant species, the defoliant used 
and the spray concentrate. Wilted 
plants did not defoliate in gas cham- 
bers as employed in recent tests at 
Cornell University.

ging plants. Original investigations 
at Ohio State University and Michi- 
gan State College have established 
Nacconol NR and HG, used in con- 
junction with safe oil, as the most 
satisfactory defoliant for nursery 
stock in general. Nacconol NR 
alkyl-aryl-sulphonate) with a three 
per cent summer oil emulsion causes 
defoliation in two to fourteen days, 
depending on plant species and va- 
rieties. Acer tataricum, Cotoneastet 
divaricata and Viburnum lantana 
are among the plants which readily 
defoliate in two to four days with 
this chemical applied about mid- 
October. 

Tests made at Oregon State Col- 
lege report satisfactory defoliation 
of rosebushes in ten to fourteen days, 
although some varieties require con- 
centrations of three to four per cent 


Nacconol NR, or stronger, for com- 
plete abscission. 

Aero defoliant in dust form gives 
satisfactory results on young peach 
trees when applied at the rate of 
seventy-five pounds per acre, and 
on young apple trees at the rate of 
100 pounds per acre. Among those 
tested were aerocyanamide dust, 
aerocyanate and ammonium thiocy- 
anate. 

Preliminary tests were made with 
various chemical defoliants at Cor- 
nell University during the summet 
of 1949, with defoliation measure- 
ment based on leaf weight or leaf 
count. Plants of Ligustrum ovali- 
folium showed less than one per cent 
defoliation in the controls, but up 
to forty per cent defoliation follow- 
ing treatment with ammonium thio- 
cyanate sprays at three or four per 
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cent solution. Nacconol NR at two 
per cent did not bring about defolja. 
tion within a week or ten days 
Ammonium sulphamate resulted jp 
twenty to thirty per cent defolia. 
tion, but usually killed the tips o, 
shoots. Potassium cyanate at two 
per cent solution, with Nacconol NR 
as a wetting agent, gave partial de. 
foliation. Field trials in October did 
not give so good defoliation as dur. 
ing the summer. Plants treated with 
ammonium thiocyanate or with am. 
monium sulphamate failed to syr. 
vive winter temperatures at Ithaca 
N. Y.: so these chemicals are prob- 
ably of little value as defoliants jp 
early fall when stock is to be used 
for fall planting. 

Later tests at Cornell University 
show that plants which were fall-de-

Responses of Some Commonly Grown Kinds of Nursery Stock to 


Defoliant ME-3000 
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The forty-second annual meeting 
of the Northern Nut Growers Asso- 
ciation began with the usual infor- 
mal get-together, held Monday eve- 
ning, August 27, in the lounge of 
Lincoln Avenue Residence Hall at 
the University of Illinois, Urbana 
The nonagenarian of the association, 
George Hebden Corsan, Toronto, 
Ont., Canada, told about inspecting 
grafts two weeks before his ninety- 
ffth birthday and, because of a 
faulty rung on a_ ladder, falling 
twenty-two feet to the ground, 
breaking the vertebrae in his neck 
After two weeks and two days in the 
hospital he was back on the job at 
Echo Valley, Islington, near ‘To- 
ronto. He attributes his remarkable 
vitality to a vegetarian dict, with 
plenty of nuts for protein. 

The new officers of the associa- 
tion are as follows: President, Dr. 
L. H. MacDaniels, of the department 
of floriculture and ornamental horti- 
culture at Cornell University, Ith- 
aca, N. Y.; vice-president, Richard 
Best, Eldred, IIl.; secretary, J. C. 
McDaniel, of the department ol 
horticulture at the University of 
Illinois, Urbana, and treasurer, Carl 
F. Prell, South Bend, Ind. Rock- 
port, Ind., was selected for the 1952 
meeting. 

The program opened formally in 
the Faculty lounge of the Illini 
Union building, Tuesday, August 28 
Dr. C. J. Birkeland, head, depart- 
ment of horticulture, University of 
Illinois, gave the welcoming address 
and spoke of the extensive planting 
of nut varieties being tested at the 
station grounds. Dr. H. L. Crane, 
in charge of nut investigations for 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture, responded. In his presi- 
dential address, Dr. William Rohr- 
bacher, Iowa City, Ia., stressed 
the need for a list of nut tree varie- 
ties which, based on performance, 
could be furnished to nurserymen as 
approved selections for propagation. 
Dr. Rohrbacher pointed out that 
every farmstead and most suburban 
homes were potential customers for 
hut trees and that pastures and lawn 
areas were ideal sites for nut tree 
plantings. 

During the past year the spittk 
bug of pecan trees has been causing 
damage in southern Illinois. Dr. 
8. C. Chandler, of the Illinois Nat- 
ural History Survey, showed slides 
and told of the injury this insect does

to green shoots. Crop reduction is 
often severe as a result of the blight- 
ing and stunting caused by the spitth 
bug. Neither Parathion nor HEPP 
is effective against it. Dr. Chand- 
ler stated that Lindane at the rate 
of one pound to 100 gallons of wate: 
gave best control. 

An experiment in pruning and 
training young Chinese chestnut 
trees was outlined by Dr. J. W. Mc- 
Kay, of the U. S. D. A., Beltsville, 
Md. Trunk diameters of trees which 
had the lower limbs cut back to two

feet from the ground and four feet 
from the ground were much smalle1 
than unpruned trees at the same age. 

W. B. Ward, extension horticul- 
turist, Purdue University, Lafayette, 
Ind., told of severe winter injury to 
Persian walnuts and other trees dur- 
ing the past winter. Temperatures 
were in the 80’s until November 4, 
when a sudden cold snap dropped 
the mercury to almost zero. Late 
in the winter temperatures in Indi- 
ana were registered to 30 degrees 
below zero, and both the fall and 
winter cold resulted in many dam- 
aged trees. Ira M. Kyhl, Sabula, Ia., 
reported that he uses empty pape 
milk containers instead of paper bags 
to protect his scions after grafting. 
The milk containers are more du- 
rable and more easily applied. 

A round-table discussion of north- 
ern pecan trees was led by W. W. 
Magill, extension horticulturist, the 
University of Kentucky, Lexington. 
It was conceded that the variety 
Major will bear nuts farther north 
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than any other variety. Major was 
also considered one of the best pol- 
linizers for other varieties, but it is 
unfruitful to its own pollen. D. C 
Snvder, nurservman at Center Point, 
la., reported that seedling 
pecan did not nuts to 
any extent, but that these were par- 
ticularly useful as shade 
bluegrass grows right up to the trunk 
beneath them. 

Dr. A. S. Colby, department of 
horticulture, University of Illinois, 
spoke on the courses offered voca- 
tional agricultural students and 
teachers in which the value of good 
farmstead tree plantings was 
stressed. Richard Best, Eldred, IIl.. 
stated that there was great need for 
improvement in the average farm- 
stead planting and that the value of 
nut trees and filbert hedges could

well be a part of any educational 
program. 
Dr. H. L. Crane, U. S. D. A.. 


stressed the importance of a high 
temperature both day and night in 
developing the kernels of pecans and 
other nut trees. Too great variation 
in temperature, particularly cool 
nights, tends to cause poor kernel 
formation. Spencer B. Chase, Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority, forest prod- 
ucts investigations, Norris, Tenn., 
reported on the 1950 Carpathian nut 
contest. in which thirty-four samples 
submitted and a number of 
promising trees brought under ob- 
servation. 

A discussion of the present status 
of the oak wilt disease was ably pre- 
sented by Dr. E. F. Curl, Illinois 
Natural History Survey. It has been 
recently discovered that oak wilt will 
affect Chinese chestnut in some- 
what the same way as it affects oak 
Newly discovered areas of 
infestation during 1951 show that 
this disease is widespread and offers 
a real menace to oak and chestnut 
tree species. No method of control 
has as yet been devised. Dr. Crane 
then reported on two new varicties 
of filberts, Reed and Potomac, which 
have been’ introduced by the 
U. S. D. A. They are hybrids be- 
tween the American hazels and the 
European filberts. 

Tuesday evening was given over 
to a discusion of black walnut varie- 
tics. Those varieties which met with 
the greatest approval were Thomas, 
Elmer Meyers, Snyder and Ohio.

Wednesday morning Prof. C. §S 
Walters, forestry department, Uni- 
versity of Illinois, spoke on the mar- 
ket qualities in walnut trees from th 
standpoint of furniture manufactur- 
ers. He suggested that owners list 
specific trees for sale and then call 
in a number of buyers for appraisal 
and bidding. 

A symposium on the propagation 
of nut trees, chiefly the Chinese 
chestnut, was led by Prof. F. L 
O’Rourke, Michigan State College, 
East Lansing. Dr. J. W. McKay in- 
dicated that there is no established 
period or internal dormancy 
problem with the seeds of Chinese 
chestnuts, but that germination may 
proceed faster if the nuts have been 
exposed to moist, low-temperature

GEESE FOR WEEDING. 
Much said at the 


yinter meetings which I attended 
last year by various speakers as to 


was various 


the employment of geese for weed 
control and I understand that a 
qumber of our good nurserymen lent 
an interested ear to the advocation 
and have been quite happy with the 
results. 

[ likewise listened, but having had 
no experience with geese otherwise 
than enjoying them in the form of a 
food offering, I tried to find 
frmation as to how practical they 
might be for the purpose which we 
had in mind. My observations in this 
connection were centered on one ad- 
vertisement in a rural New York 
farm magazine, extending free infor- 
mation, and the following is a quota- 


con- 


tion from a goose farm operation: 

“If you are not too familiar with 
geese you may save yourself a head- 
ache by keeping all geese out of your 
beds of growing evergreens. By this 
I mean beds of trees less than ten to 
twelve inches high. 

“We had a few hundred Norway 
spruce, blue spruce, different pines 
ind some basket willow. We thought 
the geese would keep them clean, 
but all they did was to trample 
them, and many were ruined before 
we realized what was happening. 

“With trees ten to twelve inches 
high they did a good job, fertilizing 
the soil as they cleaned the grasses 
and some weeds. Do not believe that 
they will eat all the weeds because 
the fact is that they must be practi- 
cally starved before they will touch 
weeds. (They will dig the grass out 
by the roots and completely destroy 
it.) If the geese get so hungry that 
they eat most any weed, they are in 
uch poor shape and health that 
many of them will die. 

“In our larger trees they will do 
much good, at the same time produc- 
ing plenty of delicious food for your 
table. They will need some grains 
You may think we do not want to 
ell geese after reading this long- 
winded letter. We do want to sell 
geese, but we do not want you to 
make the same costly mistake that 
we have experienced.”

Of those named above, the Persian 
lilac—though S. persica is listed in 
many catalogs—is almost unobtain- 
able in nurseries. Almost invariably 
one gets under its name one or an- 
other form of the hybrid group 

S. vulgaris x persica) known as 
S. chinensis. While these hybrids 
are mostly rather good shrubs, they 
are very different from S. persica. 
They are large-growing plants, some 
eight to ten feet high, with foliage 
intermediate in shape and size be- 
tween their parent species. Their 
flowers, mostly a deep purplish-red, 
vary to whitish-lilac, and their odor, 
of variable strength, is unlike that of 
the Persion lilac.

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Chemicals for Soil Fumigation

Damping-off and other soil-borne 
diseases must be controlled for suc- 
cessful nursery operations. By plant- 
ing disease-free stock in pasteurized 
soil and by using good cultural prac- 
tices to avoid recontamination, the 
soil-borne disease problem may be 
adequately controlled. This discus- 
sion will be limited to the use of 
chemicals for treatment of nursery 
soil, which is but one phase of the 
problem of producing nursery stock 
free of diseases. 

Soil may be treated, or pasteurized, 
to kill the harmful organisms by 
heat, principally steam, or by chemi- 
cal means. In general, steam sterili- 
zation is the surest, safest and, in 
many cases, the easiest method of 
treating soil for nursery operations. 
It is fairly expensive and, of course, 
is only feasible where a boiler sys- 
tem or other special apparatus is 
available. Various chemical treat- 
ments are better for treating large 
fields or ground beds than steam, but 
they may also be used in seedbeds 
and potting soil where steam either 
is not available or its use is not prac- 
tical. The cost of chemical treat- 
ments for control of fungi varies 
considerably, but it is close to that 
of steam sterilization. 

The ideal chemical for treating soil 
is one that kills a variety of micro- 
organisms, insects and weeds; is in- 
expensive; is harmless to operator 
and equipment; is quick-acting and 
effective deep in the soil as well as 
on the surface, and is harmless to 
nearby plants. None of the presently 
known chemicals fulfills all of the 
above requirements. 

The most commonly used chemi- 
cals for control of damping-off and 
other soil-borne diseases are formal- 
dehyde, chloropicrin and _ methyl 
bromide. Other soil fumigants have 
been used for specific diseases such 
as carbon disulphide for armillaria 
root rot control in California and 
mercuric chloride for the control of 
clubroot of cabbage, but they have 
not found wide application. Other 
soil fumigants, such as D-D (dichlor- 
opropane and dichloropropenc) and 
ethylene dibromide, are not effective 
against fungi, although they are ex- 
cellent for nematode control. It

should be mentioned that most of the 
widely used soil fumigants are effec- 
tive in controlling the common plant 
parastic nematodes. 


Many factors must be considered 
in using chemicals for soil treatments. 
A good rule to follow is that the soil 
should be in good tilth, with the 
larger lumps broken up. The mois- 
ture level is critical, since too much 
water prevents the diffusion of the 
eas thoroughly, whereas too little 
moisture enables the gas to escape. 
Soil temperature is also critical in 
some areas, although perhaps not so 
much in California. Best results are 
obtained at soil temperatures of 70 
to 75 degrees Fahrenheit. After treat- 
ment, the soil must be thoroughly 
aerated so that all detectable traces 
of fumigants are gone before plant- 
In all cases the chemicals should 


ing. 
be handled with care, as with any 
poisonous substance. 

Chloropicrin. 


Chloropicrin, or tear gas, is a very 
effective soil-fumigating chemical, 
since it is extremely toxic to soil fungi, 
insects, weed seeds and nematodes. 
It is one of the oldest known soil 
fumigants on the market, and it often 
has been used as the standard for 
comparing the effectiveness of othe: 
soil fumigants in experimental tests. 
It penetrates bulk materials readily, 
but it does not readily penetrate un- 
rotted nematode galls. It is neither 
explosive nor inflammable, but it is 
very toxic to man and is difficult to 
work with, since it is such a potent 
tear gas. It is corrosive to metals and 
should not be used near or in the 
same greenhouse with or in an en- 
closed area of any living plants, since 
the vapors are extremely toxic. Con- 
sequently, all plants in a greenhouse 
should be removed before using the 
chemical. Heavy soils may absorb 
large quantities of the gas and make 
them unfit for planting for relatively 
long periods; hence, chloropicrin is 
best used on the light soils. 

Soil temperatures should be above 
65 degrees Fahrenheit, and the gas 
must be confined in some way, a fact 
which limits its use in large-scale 
field applications. It may be con- 
fined by wetting the soil surface to 
a depth of one inch or by covering 
with glue-coated Sisalkraft papers or 
rubberized cloth. Planting must be 
delayed seven to ten days until all 
traces of the gas have disappeared. 
Finally, chloropicrin is expensive, but 











its use is warranted, since it satisfac. 
torily controls damping-off  fung) 
root-rotting organisms and nema- 
todes. 

Small quantities of soil may be 
treated effectively in 50-gallon metal 
drums by using seven to ten cubic 
centimeters of chloropicrin per cubic 
foot of soil. One-third of the required 
amount of chloropicrin is added tog 
t-inch layer of soil at the bottom of 
the drum, and a foot of soil is added: 
the second third of fumigant js 
poured in, and another foot of soil 
added; finally, the remainder of chlo. 
ropicrin is added and covered with 
the rest of the soil. It should be 
covered with wet newspapers and 
sealed tightly for three to four days, 
Planting may be done after an aera. 
tion period of seven to ten days, or 
when all trace of the gas has disap. 
peared. 

Bulk soil may be treated in a pile 
one foot deep by injecting seven to 
ten cubic centimeters of chloropicrin 
per hole with a special injector. The 
holes are spaced ten inches apart 
each way in a staggered row, and in- 
jections made four to six inches deep 
The gas may be confined by cover 
ing with glue-coated papers on gas 
tight tarpaulins for four days. Then 
aerate until all trace of the gas is 
gone. 

Greenhouse and ground beds maj 
be treated by injecting seven to eight 
cubic centimeters on 10-inch centers 
and sealing and handling as with the 
bulk soil treatments. If soil is below 
65 degrees Fahrenheit, or is very wet 
or heavy or is not sealed properly, the 
dosage must be increased by fifty te 
150 per cent. 

Soil in 18x18x4-inch flats may be 
sterilized by injecting one to one and 
one-half cubic centimeters of chloro- 
picrin to a depth of two inches in four 
evenly spaced holes, closing the holes 
immediately and then tamping. The 
surface must be sprinkled, the flats 
piled and covered with a wet or gas 
proof cover and left for three to fout 
days and then aerated well before 
planting. 


Formaldehyde. 


Formaldehyde is the oldest and 
cheapest soil fumigant of the three 
discussed here. It is a liquid soluble 
in water, but the vapor state is the 
effective killing agent. As a result, 
it cannot be used near plants, sinct

The 
method is the most effective and gives 
partial sterilization of the soil. | 
is applied in a one to fifty concen. 
tration in water at the rate 
half gallon per square foot of soil 
surface. Two weeks later aeration of 
the soil by stirring is required befor 
use. The dilute formaldehyde method 
has been used for damping-off con. 
trol. With this method, two and one. 
half tablespoons, o1 and one- 
fourth fluid ounces, of commercial 
thirty-seven per cent formaldehyd 
in fifteen tablespoons of water ar 
mixed well in one and one-fourtl 
cubic feet of soil. Planting may bk 
done after twenty-four hours, witha 
thorough watering. The effective- 
ness of the dilute method appears t 
be related to the concentration of 
damping-off organisms in the soil 
That is, it is effective when the num- 
ber of damping-off organisms is low 
but not when high. 


Methyl Bromide. 


Methyl bromide is a volatile, 
less, odorless gas which has been used 
successfully for many types of fumiga- 
tion. It is noncorrosive to metals, 
penetrates soil and undecayed roots 
rapidly and has been used in soil 
near growing plants without injury te 
their roots. Soil treated with methy! 
bromide may be used within two t 
five days after treatment. Methyl 
bromide costs about as much as chlor 
opicrin, since a higher dosage rate 
must be used for effective control o 
fungi in the soil than is necessaty 
against nematodes. It is only effective 
against soil fungi when the gas is con 
fined in a tight container or under 4 
special gasproof cover. It must bf 
handled with care if used in a COM 
fined room, as it is toxic to humar

Plant Notes Here and There 


A Connecticut reader writes as 
follows: “I am looking for a dwarf, 
preferably creeping, penstemon that 
is permanent and can be grown by 
my customers without a lot of fuss- 
ing.” 

I have a plant in mind that should 
exactly fill that bill, but I scarcely 
know what to call it. The names in 
penstemons seem to be in a constant 
state of flux; so one may think he is 
correct today, and tomorrow he may 
be wrong, according to the system- 
atists. The plant in mind came to 
me more than twenty years ago as 
Penstemon crandalli, with the in- 
formation that it grows on an iso- 
lated range in Colorado. However, 
I referred to “Hortus” and did not 
find it there at all. Nevertheless, I 
offer it with the recommendation 
that if it behaves elsewhere as it did 
here in northern Michigan, it will be 
a permanent, satisfying plant and 
make one forget all the disappoint- 
ments encountered in other alpine 
penstemons. 

Not only was P. crandalli hardy 
here in temperatures as low as 40 
degrees below zero, but it is a good 
performer, making broad mats of 
narrow leaves, not over one or two 
inches high, through which shine an 
incredible number of _ lilac-blue 
beardtongues in late May and June. 

Like others of its kind, P. crandalli 
must have perfect drainage and sun- 
shine. Other than that, its needs are 
simple, for seemingly soil composi- 
tion is of little consequence. I find 
the following note in our garden 
book for June, 1936: “A 5-year-old 
plant has spread into a carpet three 
feet across and becomes more beau- 
tiful every year. It is a true dry 
weather plant, clumps in the open 
field being lovelier after the pro- 
longed drought of 1934 than they 
were during the wet spring.” P. 
crandalli is easily propagated from 
cuttings or divisions. 

A Veronica Note. 


A correspondent writes that he 
has been told that Veronica 
amethystina is the best of the border 
speedwells, and he asks for my reac- 
tion to the statement. If he refers to 
the plant which is now generally 
known as V. spuria, I believe the 
statement is open to question. In 
fact, as the plant has grown here, I 
should place at least three, perhaps 
four, species ahead of it. It was a

presentable plant when it was dis- 


playing in late spring and early 
summer its racemes of flowers, 
bright blue in the best forms.

Leucanthemum Catananche. 


Answering a Pennsylvania reader 
Leucanthemum catananche is one of 
the myriad north African com.

During World War I 
I had hundreds of packets of seeds 
from all over northern Africa, this 
name appearing several times, per. 
haps correctly, for they turned oy 
to be the same pretty thing, a mat 
of gray, ferny foliage and an end. 
less procession of tobacco-stained 
daisies with a zone of chocolate, m 
3-inch stems. L. catananche is easily 
grown in light, limy soil, but it 
not fully hardy this far north. 

Herbs. 

A New Jersey friend of this colum 
plans on growing a list of herbs in 
pots for long-season selling; so he 
asks for notes on a few which he can 
work into his schedule. Without my 
knowing local conditions it would 
difficult to give a recommended list; 
so I shall just mention a few herbs 
of wide appeal. 

Angelica archangelica, a wide. 
spread plant of Europe and Asia, is 
one of many uses in garden, kitchen, 
medicine and even in commerce 
where it is used in dental prepara 
tions and as hop bitters. It is too 
strong-growing, becoming as much 
as six feet tall, to keep in pots in 
definitely, but it could be sold from 
pots in spring. Archangelica is 4 
biennial if seeds are allowed to ma- 
ture, but it is a perennial if flowers 
are cut. It requires a fairly rich, 
moist soil in part shade. 

Melissa officinalis, or balm, is a 
Old World labiate much used by 
cooks; also as a medicine to induct 
perspiration, and in industry as a 
ingredient of toilet waters and 
liqueurs. It is a true perennial of 
great hardiness, growing about two 
feet tall. Its white flowers bloom all 
summer if not allowed to seed. M. 
officinalis needs a meager, dry sol 
and grows best in part shade. It 
easy to propagate from seeds. 

The basils found in gardens at 
probably all forms of the tropical 
Ocimum basilicum, used as ann

Reflections on the Progress and Problems of Nurserymen 


By E. Sam Hemming 


FLAVOR IN FRUIT. 


Not long ago a Baltimore news- 
paper editorialized on the good old 
days when the flavor of fruits and 
vegetables was more highly prized, 
pointing out that old-time produce, 
misshapen and of poor color, had a 
choicer flavor than that grown to- 
day. I have no particular nostalgia 
for the fruits of other years, but I be- 
lieve that there is much truth in the 
editor’s complaint. 

The nurseryman is not wholly at 
fault, for he must grow what or- 
chardists demand. Among the quali- 
ties which probably take precedence 
over flavor in determining whether 
a fruit is commercially grown are 
shipping and keeping quality, color 
and shape, time of ripening, varietal 
hardiness and ruggedness in the tree 
itself, canning quality and disease 
resistance. Despite the interest of 
commercial orchardists in these 
qualities, nurserymen need not en- 
tirely overlook old varieties nor dis- 
card new, less rugged ones. 

The farm orchard and fruit gar- 
den have gone out of favor in the 
past twenty or twenty-five years be- 
cause of the difficulty in fighting 
plant pests and the decrease in the 
popularity of home canning. Yet the 
increasing number of home freezers 
and lockers and the high cost of 
food may easily return small or- 
chards to popularity. To make a 
comparison, the introduction of the 
ready-made dress some years ago 
seemed to have doomed home sew- 
ing, but the high cost of clothing has 
caused American housewives to 
resume sewing at home. Some 
200,000,000 patterns are sold an- 
nually, and sewing machine manu- 
facturers are doing a good business. 

A like change in attitude can eas- 
ily take place in home fruit grow- 
ing, especially when one considers 
the ease with which fruit can be 
frozen and kept. Flavor may be- 
come the most desirable character- 
istic in fruit, for when fruit can be 
picked from the tree and stored in 
a freezer, within an hour or so, many 
of the other qualities desired by com- 
mercial orchardists lose their im- 
portance. In addition, we may be 
able to cut back on some of the 
excess inbreeding and overbreeding 
that have made modern fruit possible 
and thus regain vigor and disease re- 


sistance. Of course, it is obvious that 
varieties offered home fruit growers 
must have a good flavor and other 
desirable qualities that are genu- 
inely recognizable. E. S. H.

It is almost impossible to pick up a 
current garden magazine without 
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finding an exciting story or egg» 
about some plant, and the occurreng 
of such articles in general intery 
magazines is surprisingly frequen, 
Similarly, in fiction, biography apg 
history we run across romantic refer, 
ences to plants. Others seem mop 
interested in telling the story of oy 
plants than we do. 

A notable example appears in th 
September issue of National Geo 
graphic magazine, which contains ap 
article on “How Fruit Came 
America.” At the time I receive 
that particular issue I was reading, 
semihistorical novel based on th 
Oregon trail and the settling of Ore. 
gon. A part of the novel was dé 
voted to the adventures of the Luel. 
lings when they established a nu 
ery soon after the opening of th 
Oregon country. 

The article in National Geo. 
graphic contains a short history of 
some twenty-five fruits. We are f 
miliar with most of the stories, par-

ment of Agriculture that five amend- 
ments to the black stem rust quar- 
antine regulations became effective 
September 20. One of these provides 
that barberry, mahonia and maho- 
berberis plants moved in accord- 
ance with regulations in subpart 
| (b) of quarantine No. 301.38 must 
be grown on their own roots. 

Under the new amendments the 
conditional movement of barberry 
and mahoberberis plants of less than 
two seasons’ growth between ap- 
proved nurserymen either within or 
without the eradication states is per- 
mitted. Approved nurserymen with- 
in an eradication state may now ob- 
tan mahonia seeds from approved 
hurserymen outside the state, under 
prescribed safeguards. Nurserymen 
may also retain a certificate of in- 
spection while having on their 
premises barberry, mahonia or 
mahoberberis plants which are be- 
ing tested for rust resistance.

Trade Meetings 


MASSACHUSETTS OUTING. 


Host at the summer meeting of the 
Massachusetts Nurserymen’s Asso- 
ciation was Clifford D. Corliss, who 
entertained the members at an out- 
ing August 22 at the Ipswich nurs- 
eries of Corliss Bros., Inc. President 
Homer K. Dodge presided at a short 
business meeting, after which a noon 
dinner was served. 

The first piece of heavy machinery 
shown at the afternoon demonstra- 
tion of all the farm equipment at 
the nursery was a digger and root 
pruner mounted on a Farmall trac- 
tor, designed and built by the nurs- 
ery staff. Next were demonstrated a 
planter and cultivator, designed 
especially for the nurseries by 
Brackett & Shaw, engineers, and 
now available to nurserymen all 
over the country. A third piece of 
special equipment was a _ Bolen’s 
Ride-Master tractor with high clear- 
ance, for cultivating trees up to six 
feet tall. The first of its kind in New 
England, it was shown last winter 
at the association’s convention at 


Boston. 
After the machinery demon- 
stration, nurserymen toured the 


modern nursery and buiddings, the 
salesroom, the new garden center 
and the show grounds. 


DISCUSS INTRODUCTION OF 
PLANTS AT IOWA MEETING. 


The summer meeting of the Iowa 
Nurserymen’s Association, August 
31, at Shenandoah, was attended by 
nurserymen from Illinois, Minnesota, 
Nebraska and South Dakota as well 
as Iowa, and several representatives 
from Iowa State College, Ames, were 
also present. Local nurseries and 
seedsmen acted as hosts, providing a 
dinner at the American Legion Club 
Thursday evening for about ninety 
nurserymen. 

Nurserymen were given folders 
describing the places to be visited, 
and, enjoying ideal weather, they 
spent most of Friday touring local 
nurseries, seed firms and radio sta- 
tions. Nursery fields appeared well 
kept, despite a rainy summer, which 
had made weeding difficult. Visit- 
ing nurserymen showed a special in- 
terest in the laborsaving machinery 
displayed. 

That evening 161 nurserymen at- 
tended a dinner in the storage shed 
at Mount Arbor Nurseries, known 
locally as the Eskimo Club. Follow- 


ing the dinner, President George 
Rose presided at a brief business 
meeting to consider a means of in- 
troducing new plant varieties bred 
at Iowa State College. A commit- 
tee, previously set up by the associa- 
tion to handle the distribution of 
plants introduced by the college, was 
authorized to incorporate in order 
to work more efficiently. It was also 
suggested that the committee mem- 
bers not be replaced for a period of 
five years, after which two members 
would be changed each year. Mem- 
bers of the present committee are 
George Welch, Wayne Ferris, George 
Rose, Dwight Hughes, L. R. Sjulin, 
C. C. Smith and Darrell Holmes. 
The committee has met several 
times for discussion periods with 
members of the Iowa State College 
staff in plant-breeding work. At

Fagus Sylvatica Rotundifolia. 


The little-used variety of Euro- 
pean beech, known as rotundifolia, 
or the roundleaf European beech, is 
described as having roundish, small, 
closely set leaves. They are some- 
what heart-shaped at the base and 
about one inch or less in length. 

The generic name, fagus, refers to 
the ancient Latin name for beech, 
fa-gus. The specific name, sylvatica, 
means forest-loving, and the variety 
name, rotundifolia, means round 
leaf. The variety was introduced in 
1872. 

Fagus sylvatica, the European 
beech, is a large tree at maturity, 
sometimes reaching ninety to 100 
feet in height in its native habitat 
In our region it seldom exceeds sixty 
to sixty-five feet and is relatively 
slow-growing. It is native of the 
territory of central and southern 
Europe, east to the Crimea. 

The bark of the European beech 
is gray, but it is not so light in color 
as that of the American beech, Fagus 
grandifolia. The buds are long and 
pointed, and the leaves of the species 
are about three inches long, with a 
nearly entire, wavy margin. They 
are shiny, dark green above and 
somewhat lighter green beneath. 
They do not turn brown until late 
in the autumn, and, especially on 
young trees, they often remain on 
the tree until midwinter or later. 

The flowers and fruits of the beech 
are of little ornamental importance. 
The fruits, however, are good to eat 
and are said to have been used ex- 
tensively for food at one time. 

The European beech prefers a 
deep, rich soil and does not thrive 
under compact soil or in an area 
which is heavily traveled. However, 
it is not so specific in these require- 
ments as the American beech. Little 
pruning is required to develop a good 
tree, and it is subject to few serious 
insect pests or diseases. The species 
is propagated by seeds, and the varie- 
ties by grafting. 

The European beech makes a fine, 
large hedge, and, because of the leal 
size and the compact habit of growth, 
the variety rotundifolia should be 
especially satisfactory for this pur- 
pose. It should also make a good 
small tree for residential lawns and 
for park planting in areas free from 
recreational use. The excellent foli- 
age and bark color make this tree 
attractive throughout the year.

the nut tree plantings on the experi- 
ment station grounds. Approximate- 
ly eight acres are devoted to varietal 
testing of nut trees. The blocks con- 
tain about 100 varieties of Persian 
and black walnuts, chestnuts, pe- 
cans and filberts. One of the hardy 
Carpathian strain of Persian wal- 
nut seedlings, known as Illinois 10 
on the experiment station records, 
has been found to be of superior 
merit and will be named Colby, in 
honor of Dr. Colby, and introduced 
as a standard variety. 

The annual banquet was held 
Wednesday evening at the beautiful 
Robert Allerton park at Monticello, 
Ill. Salad containing nut kernels, 
turkey stuffed with chestnuts and 
pecan pie graced the menu. Early 
Thursday morning a motor calva- 
cade was formed and proceeded to 
the nut groves of Royal Oakes, 
Bluffs, Ill. Luncheon was served by 
Mr. Oakes, after which the members 
were conducted through extensive 
plantings of walnuts, pecans and 
other nut trees. 

The next stop was at the home of 
Richard Best, Eldred, Ill, where 
members ate the evening meal and 
spent the night. Friday Mr. Best 
arranged wagon tours through pecan 
groves and other nut plantings along 
the Illinois river. Dr. O. J. Eigsti, 
geneticist working with Mr. Best, 
is using colchicine to induce poly- 
ploids among pecans and hickories, 
thus securing material for plant- 
breeding experiments. Dr. Eigsti 
stated that Carya illinoensis, C. 
cordiformis, C. laciniosa and C. 
ovata are diploids, while C. alba, 
C. glabra and C. ovalis are tetra- 
ploids. The meeting adjourned 
early Friday afternoon.

NEW ZEALAND COURSE. 

The increasing importance of hor- 
ticulture in the antipodes is marked 
by the establishment of a degree 
course in horticulture at the New 
Zealand University. The only course 
of its kind, in either New Zealand 
or Australia, it was introduced, ac- 
cording to report, in direct response 
to the greatly increased demand for 
training in the latest methods of 
commercial production of all kinds 
of edible and decorative horticultural 
products. 

Several contributing factors are 
cited. One is the establishment of 
canneries and the use of modern 
storage processes, which have largely 
removed growers’ fears of market 
bluts. Another is the spread of mech- 
anization, which has _ influenced 
the trend toward larger holdings and 
larger areas of individual crops. 

A general tendency toward income 
leveling, along with campaigns 
stressing the value of food and vege- 
tables in a balanced diet, has ad- 
vanced the consumer demand. Flow- 
ers and decorative plants have bene- 
fited from attention being focused on 
comfort and beauty in the home. 

Still more important, probably, 
have been the New Zealand Uni- 
versity’s 2-year courses in_horti- 
culture, which have created interest 
in further knowledge and training 
in that subject. From that begin- 
ning, a natural step was that to the 
new degree course in horticulture.

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New Books and Bulletins 


“THE RETAIL FLORIST.” 


A series of articles which appeared 
in The Florists’ Review magazine 
has been published recently in a 
book, entitled “The Retail Florist,” 
by the Macmillan Co. at $5. The 
author is John H. Liesveld, owner 
of a flower shop at Kansas City, Mo., 
and widely known as a speaker at 
trade conventions and design schools. 

The book covers every phase of 
the retail florists’ business, from the 
educational background and prereq- 
uisites necessary for success to trade 
associations and the telegraphing of 
flowers. Marketing conditions as 
they affect the retail florist are ex- 
plained, and some backround ma- 
terial on growers and wholesalers is 
given. Designing is emphasized, and 
there are special chapters devoted to 
wedding flowers, corsages, table and 
party decorations, convalescent bou- 
quets and funeral and memorial 
flowers. 

Students and beginners in the flo- 
rists’ business will find a thorough 
discussion of such subjects as select- 
ing the shop, finances, legal types 
of ownership, taxes, licenses, regula- 
tions and insurance. Other topics in- 
clude advertising, merchandising, 
good-will and civic activities, hours 
and wages, deliveries and expediting 
orders. 

INSECTICIDE TEXTBOOK. 

“Insect Control by Chemicals,” 
written by A. W. A. Brown, head of 
the department of zoology at the 
University of Western Ontario, Lon- 
don, Ont., Canada, has been pub- 
lished by John Wiley & Sons, Inc., 
New York, at $12.50 a copy. Like 
other textbooks on insect control, it 
deals with the newer insecticides and 
their properties, the susceptibility of 
specific insects to various chemicals 
and the equipment developed for the 
application of insecticides, including 
a chapter on spraying by airplane. 
More than one-third of the 817-page 
book is devoted to man, other ani- 
mals and plants as they are affected 
by the use of insecticides. 

A new subject in the study of in- 
sect control, “The Structure of Or- 
ganic Chemicals and Their Toxicity 
to Insects,” is discussed in the more 
than 100 pages of chapter two. Al- 
though it is not possible to build up 
a molecule which can be predicted to 
be insecticidal, there is a definite 
relationship between chemical struc- 


ture and insecticidal activity. This 
chapter presents the data which have 
been gathered on the molecular 
structure of insecticides in an effort 
to produce specialized insect poisons. 


SOIL SCIENCE. 

Embodying the modern concepts 
of soils and the principles involved 
in using soils for cropping, the com- 
pletely revamped second edition of 
“Fundamentals of Soil Science,” by 
C. E. Miller and L. M. Turk, profes- 
sors of soil science at Michigan State 
College, has just been published by 
John Wiley & Sons, Inc., New York, 
at $5.50. 

Retaining all the important fea- 
tures of the first edition, the authors 
have succeeded in making the second 
more comprehensive by adapting 
the helpful suggestions of previous 
readers and adding a new and time-

ILLINOIS DRUG PLANTS. 


While Illinois is not at present one 
of the major contributors to the 
American drug trade, significant 
amounts of true drugs are collected 
in various parts of the state, accord- 
ing to the 140-page booklet on “The 
Drug Plants of Illinois,” by Leo R. 
Tehon, just published as circular 44 
by the Illinois Natural History Sur- 
yey Division, Urbana, Ill. Nearly 
300 plant species used as drugs grow 
wild or are cultivated in Illinois, 
many of them in abundance. So this 
publication has been issued to en- 
courage the use of this natural re- 
source. The book furnishes instruc- 
tions for collecting, drying, packing 
and marketing crude drugs, and it 
lists, describes and pictures those 
gecies of plants which are iti de- 
mand for the drug trade. The major 
portion of the book, 112 pages, is 
devoted to brief descriptions of 
plants and their uses, with an ac- 
companying sketch for easier iden- 
tification, two or three to the page. 


PIONEER GARDENING. 

The story of American gardening 
and its historical heritage is pre- 
ented in a new book, “Pioneer 
American Gardens,” compiled by 
Elvenia J. Slosson, president of the 
National Council of State Garden 
Clubs. The material for the book 
was written and submitted by the 
forty-one state garden clubs com- 
posing the national council.

“Grass Seed Production on Irri- 
gated Land,” an 8-page, illustrated 
leaflet issued recently by the United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
includes discussions of the planting, 
tending and harvesting of grass seed 
crops. Authors Harry F. Oman and 
Russell H. Stark also discuss weed 
control, care of the crop after har- 
vest and the plowing out of the grass 
stand. 

A report on recent tests made at 
the Connecticut agricultural experi- 
ment station, New Haven, on new 
pesticides for the control of spruce 
mite has been published in the sta- 
tion’s circular 180, “Spruce Mite 
Control.” Written by John C 
Schread, the 12-page circular dis- 
cusses each of the four pesticides 
tested and compares them as to ef- 
fectiveness. 

An article entitled “Oak Wilt in 
Michigan.” by Forrest C. Strong 
has been reprinted from the August 
quarterly bulletin of the Michigan 
agricultural experiment station, East 
Lansing, in the form of a 7-page, 
illustrated circular. It contains dis- 
cussions of the distribution, cause.

PEONIES AT MILTON CO, 


Two 3-column-wide photographs 
showing peony blooms at the Milton 
Nursery Co., Milton-F reewater 
Ore., appeared in the Eagle Tims 
newspaper recently.

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MELON APHIS CARRIES 
QUICK DECLINE VIRUS. 


The virus of citrus quick decline 
s transmitted by the melon aphis, 
4phis gossypi, according to techni- 
cians of the University of California 
college of agriculture. 

The melon aphis appears to be an 
ineffective vector. The first twenty 
sts, involving about 3,200 melon 
aphis, resulted in only two transmis- 
gons, which indicated an efficiency 
of about one in 1,600. An efficiency 
of one in 1,600 means that on the 
erage, only one insect in 1,600 
moving from an infected tree to a 
healthy tree is able ‘to infect the 
healthy one. These figures are pre- 
jminary and probably will be 
changed by later results. There may 
be other vectors, such as the vari- 
ous tree hoppers which are somewhat 
suspected, but as yet there is not 
enough convincing evidence. 

The melon aphis breeds on citrus 
and on a long list of other plants. It 
is the second most widespread aphis 
on earth, so that it will be found on 
citrus trees at least occasionally 
wherever they are grown. On citrus 
it lives only on the young leaves and 
buds. While the melon aphis has a 
considerable range of color, from 
dark gray, tan and greenish-yellow 
to pale yellow on some of its host 
plants, it is almost always dark gray 
when growing on citrus. In the field 
it may easily be confused with the 
black citrus aphis, the cowpea aphis 
and the bean aphis, which also grow 
on citrus. 

Transmission tests were conducted 
by feeding insects of various sus- 
pected species on trees infected with 
quick decline and then transferring 
them to small, healthy test trees. The 
insects were confined to the trees in 
mall sleeve cages. The first trans- 
mission tests were made under field 
conditions. Later, two large screened 
houses were built to protect the test 
trees from natural infection. By No- 
vember 1, 1950, 312 species of in- 
ects and mites had been used in 
transmission tests. Individual insects 
and mites totaling 411,435 were 
wed in 2,185 transfer tests. 

Particular care was taken to make 
adequate tests of the aphis that breed 
mcitrus and of the leaf hoppers most 
commonly found on orange trees.

lar to quick decline are carried by 
leaf hoppers. 

Nursery trees of susceptible root- 
scion combination planted in the 
field show symptoms of varying in- 
tensity after three to twelve months. 
Following these symptoms the trees 
sometimes reach a condition of bal- 
ance in which the symptoms are ob- 
scure. It seems probable that under 
certain weather conditions trees may 
reach this condition without showing 
recognizable symptoms. Apparently 
it is likely that up to the present 
many trees that were actually in- 
fected have not been recognized. 

During the spring aphis season of 
1950, a relatively light aphis year, 
a survey of the citrus aphis popula- 
tions was conducted throughout the 
southern and central California cit- 
rus districts: other years may not 
give the same picture. Orchards were 
sampled by counting the number of 
each aphis species found on ten 
twigs on each of ten trees. 

The melon aphis was found most 
abundantly in the intermediate area 
this year. This area includes the lo- 
calities in which quick decline has 
spread most rapidly. It also includes 
the Ventura county area in which 
the quick decline disease has ap- 
peared recently. The interior area 
showed much lower melon aphis 
populations. If this aphis is the only 
vector of quick decline virus, and if 
citrus aphis populations in other 
years show the same distribution, the 
quick decline should spread slowly 
into the interior districts. It should 
spread even more slowly in the desert 
and in the San Joaquin valley. 

It appears improbable that the 
control of the aphis populations by 
insecticides in individual citrus 
groves will slow the spread of quick 
decline enough to make it practical. 
The spread is by winged melon aphis 
that fly from infected orange or 
other citrus trees to healthy orange 
trees. The infection of a healthy 
orange tree probably takes place 
within the first few minutes that the 
aphis feeds on it. Killing the aphis 
after it has infected the tree is futile. 

To reduce effectively the spread of 
the virus it would be necessary to 
keep aphis carrying the virus from 
landing on and feeding on healthy 
trees. An effective aphis repellent 
would be the obvious answer, but 
none is known. 

Another method would be to pre- 
vent the melon aphis from breeding 
upon infected trees, since these are 
the aphis that are most likely to carry 
the virus. But it would not be 
enough to keep the aphis killed off 
the trees showing quick decline

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symptoms, Or from infected trees on 
sweet orange root that will never show 
symptoms, or from infected trees on 
sour orange root that have not yet 
shown any sign of the disease. It 
would be necessary to keep the melon 
aphis populations low on all ¢itrus 
trees for some distance around the 
orchard to be protected. On rare oc- 
casions aphis can be carried long dis- 
tances by wind, but it is probable 
that they ordinarily move not more 
than five miles and that flights of 
less than a mile are the usual rule. 
Most commonly they fly only short 
distances, sometimes from one tree to 
the next. 

Perfect aphis control in an orange 
orchard should reduce the spread of 
quick decline slightly, but most 
orange orchards are too small to ex- 
pect aphis control to give practical 
protection from the spread of citrus 
quick decline. 


SOIL FUMIGATION.

beings. Since it vaporizes at 43 de- 
grees Fahrenheit, it is useful under 
low soil temperatures where other 
fumigants are not effective, but it 
should not be used at soil tempera- 
tures below 50 degrees Fahrenheit. 

Methyl bromide is marketed in 
sealed cans or metal cylinders, or dis- 
solved in solvents to keep it in a liquid 
condition. The liquid preparations 
contain from ten to fifteen per cent 
methyl bromide, and the dosage rztes 
must be increased correspondingly. 
Small glass ampules containing twen- 
ty cubic centimeters of methyl bro- 
mide are available, and they furnish 
a convenient method for the treat- 
ment of small quantities of soil. 


Eight cubic feet of potting soil may 
be treated in 50-gallon metal drums 
with forty to eighty cubic centimeters 
of methyl bromide in the same man- 
ner as described previously for chloro- 
picrin. After the drum is sealed for 
twenty-four hours, the soil may be 
used within several days if aerated 
well. 

Soil in tight bins may be treated 
by injection with twenty-five to fifty 
cubic centimeters of the liquid prep- 
arations (ten to fifteen per cent me- 
thyl bromide ) per cubic foot of soil 
ve to six inches deep in each 1-foot 
layer, eight to twelve inches apart, 
depending upon the soil temperature 
and efficiency of confinement. 


Soil may be treated in piles of one 
cubic yard by using one pound of 
methyl bromide and covering loosely 
with a gasproof tarpaulin to leave a 
‘light air space at the top. A special 
puncturing device with a flexible tub-

the cans is available. The soil must 
be loose and above 50 degrees 
Fahrenheit, and the edges of the tar. 
paulin must be buried with several 
inches of soil all around to confine the 
gas. This method has been used sue- 
cessfully for large quantities of soil. 

Soil in flats may be treated by in- 
jecting four to six cubic centimeter 
of the liquid methyl bromide prepa- 
rations in four evenly spaced holes, 
covering immediately and tamping. 
After the flats have been piled and 
covered with a gasproof cover over- 
night, they may be used after aera- 
tion for one to two days. 


Greenhouse and ground beds may 
be treated by injecting five to seven 
cubic centimeters of the liquid mix- 
tures at 10-inch intervals to half the 
depth of the soil. The soil must be 
loose, and more effective control of 
weeds and certain fungi may be ob- 
tained if the soil is watered three days 
previously. Cover with a gasproof 
tarpaulin. The soil may be used in 
four to eight days. 


General Recommendations. 


There are no hard-and-fast rules 
for soil treatments to control plant 
disease fungi. The character of the 
soil and other factors make it diff- 
cult to determine the correct dosage 
rates. The kind of damping-off fungi 
also influences the success or failure, 
since some kinds are more resistant 
than others, and the number of or- 
vanisms in the soil also influences the 
degree of success of the sterilization. 
The soil temperature greatly influ 
ences the effectiveness; at low tem- 
peratures higher dosages are requi 
than at moderate temperatures. Very 
high temperatures are likely to cause 
too rapid volatilization, and the gass’s 
escape. Lastly, the manner and thor- 
oughness of application vary Com 
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jiderably. Consequently, only general 
rules and rates may be given, and 

ific dosages, applications, plant- 
ing times after treatment and similar 
considerations must be modified by 
the user to fit his particular situation. 
It is recommended that a fumigant be 
tested on a small scale by following a 
specific recommendation and then 
modified to fit the grower’s needs be- 
fore being used on a large scale in 
his operations. Better results are ob- 
tainable if the soil is watered several 
days prior to treatment to allow the 
weed seeds and some of the fungi to 
germinate so they will be in a suscep- 
tible condition at the time of treat- 
ment with the chemicals. 

It should be emphasized that the 
sil fumigants are toxic and should 
be handled carefully. First-aid direc- 
tions and handling instructions are 
usually given on the containers, and 
this information should be read and 
understood before use of the chem- 
icals, 

To date little work has been done 
on the effect of various chemicals on 
soil productivity, but there usually is 
a stimulation in growth in treated 
soils as compared to nontreated soils. 
This added growth is probably be- 
cause of a lack of competition from 
weeds and from control of the fungi 
and nematodes rather than to in- 
creased fertility resulting from the 
chemical treatments.

Euonymus fortunei, sharpleaf win- 
tercreeper; Euonymus fortunei mini- 
mus, baby wintercreeper; Euonymus 
fortunei coloratus, purpleleaf win- 
tercreeper, and Euonymus fortunei 
vegetus, bigleaf wintercreeper, con- 
tinue as desirable plants.

The culture of Daphne 
cneorum has been much discussed, 
but the plant sems to grow well if it 
has good drainage, a soil high in 
organic matter and a pH around 
neutral.

Skimmia has an elliptical 
yout one and one-half to 
inches long and about three-quarters 
of an inch wide, while the variety 
of sarcococca has a leaf about one 
and one-half inches long and 
only about one-half inch wide. Both 
plants can be kept at a height of 
twelve inches, but neither should be 
ysed unless planted in dense shad 
or where temperatures consistently 
dip below zero. If you have a founda- 
tion in complete shade here are two 
possibilities. The deep 
skimmia invites its planting. 

Other plants worthy of considera- 
tion are Calluna vulgaris, Scotch 
heather, and varieties; Erica carnea, 
spring heath; Lonicera pileata, privet 
honeysuckle; Leiophyllum _ buxi- 
folium prostratum, Allegheny sand 
myrtle; Teucrium chamaedrys, cha- 
maedrvs germander; Cotoneaster 
dammeri, bearberry  cotoneaster: 
Cotoneaster dammeri radicans, lit- 
tleleaf bearberry cotoneaster, and 
Arctostaphylos uva-ursi, bearberry. 

I hope that these brief descriptions 
will encourage you to examine the 
field of dwarf broad-leaved ever- 
greens more closely. And you should 
know of some other plants which 
have not been included in this 
list. If you will examine the growth 
habits of the plants described before, 
you will note that most have spread- 
ing, arching or mound-like habits. 
These habits allow the plants to 
blend better with other plants, o1 
more plants of the same species or 
variety. They are well suited for 
low hedges, plantings beneath low 
windows which are so common in 
new homes, rock gardens, for edging 
terraces, shady nooks and _ corners 
and narrow planting areas between 
a path and the house.

Classification by texture, which 
may also be called physical classifi- 
cation, is based on the percentage of 
the different-size particles present 
Many of the most important prop- 
erties of soils are influenced by the 
size of the soil particles, or texture; 
so this classification has much prac- 
tical value. 

Soil particles range in size from 
grains that may be distin- 
guished by the unaided eye to very 
fine material that is visible only 
under an ultramicroscope. Particles 
are classified into seven groups called 
separates. These fine 
eravel, coarse sand, medium sand, 
very fine sand, silt and clay. They 
vary in size from the fine gravel with 
a range of diameter from two to one 
millimeter (one millimeter is ap- 
proximately one-twenty-fifth of jan 
inch), with ninety particles to the 
gram (a gram is approximately one- 
twenty-eighth of an ounce) down to 
clay, which has a range of diametet 
of less than two-thousandths of a 
millimeter, with 90,260, 853,860 par- 
ticles to the gram. The 
comparisons give some idea of the 
relative sizes of the separates: If an

average-size particle of coarse sand 
were the size of a basketball, a fine 
sand grain would be slightly smalle 
than a tennis ball, a silt grain would 
be the size of a large buckshot and 
a large-size clay particle would be 
about equal to a No. 12 shot. 

If a sample of soil is shaken up in 
a bottle of water and allowed to 
stand for a minute, the coarser par- 
ticles, such as fine gravel and coarse. 
medium and fine sand, settle out at 
the bottom. The individual sand par- 


ticles can readily be seen by the 
unaided eye. They do not become 
sticky on slippery when wet, and 


when dry, the lumps will fall apart 
at the slightest pressure. The gravel 
and larger sand separates are harsh 
and gritty, while the finer ones re- 
mind one of corn meal.

The sands, being coarse-grained, 
ye open, porous and easily culti- 
vated; free-draining, except where 
low-lying; have low water-holding 
capacity ; quickly lose plant nutrients 
by leaching: are subject to drought, 
and are usually low in nitrogen and 
humus, except where the area is 
low-lying and naturally wet 

Since they do not contain less sand 
in proportion to their content of 
fner particles, the sandy loams and 
the loams do not have extreme poros- 
itv, excessive drainage and suscepti- 
bility to leaching as do sands. Sandy 
loams and loams are easily cultivated 
and can be maintained in productive 
condition more readily than can 
sands. Loams are ideal soils for gen- 
eral purposes, since they combine the 
desirable properties of both light and 
heavier soils 

The silt loams have sufficient finer 
particles to give greater moisture- 
holding capacity than loams, yet 
have fair drainage and aeration. Silt 
loams do not “puddle” or run to- 
gether, and they bake hard when 
dry, work easily and do not shrin! 
markedly when dry 

The clay loams and the clavs are 
close-graincd, with slow movement 
of air and water into the surface 
laver; are difficult to drain: have 
high water-holding capacity, and are 
sticky when wet. They are easily 
puddled; bake hard when dry: are 
lumpy-cloddy when cultivated; give 
high shrinkage after wetting and 
drving, and are easily compacted if 
worked whe n wet 


Humus Content of Soils. 


For practical purposes soils ar 
sometimes referred to as low-humus 
medium-humus or high-humus soils 
There is a very fair relationship be- 
tween the darkness of color of the 
surface soil and its humus content 
Soils high in humus content are dark 
brown to black: those moderately 
high in humus are light to dark 
brown; those low to moderate in 
humus are gray to brown. and thos« 
very low in humus content are light 
gray or yellowish or whitish. Low- 
bumus soils may be expected on high 
dry well drained and eroded spots 
and knoll areas, etc. High-humus 
wils are likely to be found in wet 
depressions, on lower-lying parts of 
slopes or on poorly drained flats 

Acid or Alkaline Reaction.

The soils that give a very 
slightly acid reaction, with a pH of 
6.5 to 6.9, and those that give a 
slightly acid one, with a pH of 6 to 
6.5, are classified as fairly well 
supplied with lime. The soils that 
are medium-acid in reaction, with a 
PH of 5.5 to 6; strongly acid, with a 
PH of 5 to 5.5, and very strongly 
acid, with a pH of 4.5 to 5, are all 


classed as low-lime soils. 


CLEANS SPRAYER OF 2,4-D. 


Methods of removal of 2,4-D from 
spray equipment have been summa- 
rized in a report submitted by the 
technical advisory committee of the 
National Agricultural Chemicals 
Association. 

From the small amount of actual 
experimental data available, the 
committee concluded that a stand- 
ard one per cent ammonia solution 
was most commonly used and that 
low-volume, low-pressure equipment 
was easier to clean than high-volume, 
high-pressure equipment. 

Few workers believed that clean- 
ing of 2,4-D from equipment is en- 
tirely foolproof, and it was recom- 
mended that separate equipment 
should be used for 2,4-D application. 

It was agreed that rinsing with 
kerosene, fuel oil or Diesel oil, fol- 
lowed with soapsuds, will be gener- 
ally more effective in removing este1 
formulations of 2,4-D. Rubber hoses 
are most difficult to clean, and in 
some cases they should be replaced.

S. persica rarely grows Ove! SIX 
feet high, usually ultimately wide: 
than high. It has thin, willowy 
branches, nicely arched outward or, 
in bloom, downward. It has very 
sender, pointed leaves, tapered at 
both ends, about two and one-half 
times as long as wide. It bears rather 
small flower clusters of distinctly 
terminal effect, made up principally 
by developments \from the topmost 
pair of buds, but usually augmented 
by developments from one or more 
pairs of lateral buds immediately be- 
low. The color of the flowers is rather 
consistently lilac, quickly bleaching 
in sunlight to whitish-lilac. Their 
fragrance is exquisitely spicy, dif- 
ferent from that of S. vulgaris and 
vastly better than that of the chinen- 
sis hybrids. There is not the slightest 
undertone of the unpleasant privet- 
like odor of many lilac species. The 
Persian lilac is one of the most de- 
lightfully fragrant small shrubs to 
have about the house in May. 

I value it highly, not only as the 
loveliest of all the lilacs, but as one 
of the best of all deciduous small 
shrubs for use in home landscapes. 
For, over and above its fine perfume, 
it is a shrub of exceptionally high 
blending value—graceful, diffuse and 
widely useful. There are not many 
first-rate small deciduous shrubs. In 
the range of shrubs less than seven 
feet high, here is one of quite out- 
standing value and loveliness. 

§. persica has long been in culti- 
vation. It was long believed to be 
a species of Persian origin, but is 
now, more properly, known as a hy- 
brid between the Chinese S. laciniata 
formerly thought to be a varietv of 
§. persica) and a species from Af- 
ghanistan, S. afghanica. 

In our climates it sets no seeds, o1 
only, perhaps, very rarely. Evidence 
of its derivation from the cut-leaf 
§. laciniata is found in the fact that 
usually a few of the leaves are dis- 
tinctly lobed, as shown in the illus- 
tration on page 15. 

There is a white-flowered form. 
8. persica alba, usually somewhat 
less robust than the type. It is prob- 
ably a sport of the 
type. 

I have never seen the Persian lilac 
grow over six feet high. A very old 
specimen, observed at Poughkeepsie, 
N. Y., last spring, stood just six feet 
high to the tip, and I have recollec- 
tions of old plants in my childhood 
garden that never grew above six 
feet. Old plants sometimes reach a 
width of eight to ten feet.

in the north. Much favored by cooks, 
basil is one of the most popular 
herbs. It is available in four or more 
forms in seeds, perhaps the most pop- 
ular form being the one known as 
Italian basil. If sown early, about 
the first week in March, and kept 
pinched, fine, bushy plants should 
result at bedding-out time. 


Borago officinalis is an annual 
about two fect tall which self-sows 
freely. It is much used by cooks and 
sometimes medicinally. It  trans- 
plants poorly; so it is generally best 
to sow three seeds in each 
thumb pot, thinning out to a single 
specimen and repotting to larger 
containers as growth demands. Poor, 
light soil and sunshine are its cultural 
requirements. 


two or 


Carum carvi, caraway, is a bien- 
nial or winter annual, as one prefers, 
of the umbellifer family, whose seeds 
are used for flavoring. It grows to 
two feet in height. Because it is 
difficult to transplant and will not 
produce a seed the first year, the fol- 
lowing is a good schedule to use: 
Sow seeds in late summer or early 
autumn, thinning to one plant per 
pot. Winter in a protected frame 
and sell in early spring for a seed 
harvest the same year. 

Nigella sativa, fennelflower, is a 
ranunculad of easy culture, but it 
transplants poorly. Sow it in pots 
as recommended for other finicky 
transplanters. Give it a fairly good 
soil and sunshine. Seeds are used 
for seasoning bread and cakes, giving 
a nutmeg taste, and as an expector- 
ant in medicine. The plants is also 
prized as an ornament because of its 
pretty blue flowers. If N. sativa is 
not available, N. damascena is a 
good substitute, and variety Miss 
Jekyll of the latter is preferred by 
most as an ornament. 

Hyssopus officinalis, hyssop, a littl 
18-inch subshrub from _ southern 
Europe, is said to be quite evergreen 
in warm climates and hardy at least 
this far north in protected areas 
The labiate flowers, blue in the type, 
but also available in pink or white, 
are in one-sided spikes, four to five 
inches long. The plant is sometimes 
trimmed to simulate a box hedge 
Give it a light, well drained, limy 
soil, preferably in sun, but part shade 
will do. The leaves are used in medi- 
cine and in toilet waters. Hyssop 
grows readily from seeds, and cut- 
tings root quickly and surely. 

Lavender is too broad a subject to

ers schedule, and usually a large 
lace. Perhaps the best way to han- 
dle the plants in pots is to grow them 
from cuttings, which root easily if 
taken with a heel. 

It has probably become apparent 
by now that anything to which the 
name “officinale” is attached may be 
suspected of being useful to the herb 
grower. Levisticum officinale, 
age, is an unbellifer, growing to six 
fect in height, and its leaves, stalks, 
roots and seeds are much used in the 
culinary arts. Fresh seeds should be 
planted in autumn for good germi- 
nation. Rich, moist soil in sun on 
light shade is to be preferred. 


lov- 


Four kinds of marjorams are gen- 
erally listed by herb specialists. Only 
two, Majorana onites, pot marjoram, 
and M. hortensis, sweet majoram, 
need be mentioned here. Of these 
two, sweet marjoram is by far the 
most popular. While it is a perennial 
in warm countries, we of the north 
have to treat it as an annual, sow- 
ing the seeds early. They are quite 
slow to germinate; so one should not 
become discouraged if they do not 
show up when one expects them. 
One of the more popular culinary 
herbs, marjoram also finds a place 
in medicine and also in industry, as 
a scent in some soaps. 

Ten or more of the mints are pop- 
ular among herb gardeners. For the 
nonspecialist who does not care to 
cutter up his garden with all the 
kinds, apple mint, Mentha rotundi- 
folia; peppermint, M. piperita, and 
spearmint, M. spicata, will usually 
be sufficient. They need a rich and 
moderately moist soil. If naturally 
moist soil is not available, they 
should be irrigated. All three kinds 
are easily grown from cuttings; they 
soon grow into sizable pot plants. 

Even if he did not care to go into 
herbs in a big way, the neighbor- 
hood grower could in most 
make a good thing out of parsley. 
Although many gardeners now use 
it, not only in the vegetable garden, 
but also in ornamental plantings, 
many more would use it if a yearly 
supply of plants were assured. And, 
everything considered, including its 
difficulty in transplanting, it is best 
handled in pots. 

As one can expect most sages to 
appear in the herb garden, the sub- 
ject is too extensive to be treated 
fully here. The neighborhood grow- 
et would not care to fill up his herb 
garden with all the unimportant 
kinds. But he would no doubt want 
© grow some garden sage, Salvia 
officinalis, and that is probably best 
done by growing it from cuttings and

spraying of cotton containing am- 
monium sulphate as an activator as 
well as phthalate salt was compared 
to the phthalate spray in October, 
1950, with Duponal O.S. used as 
the wetting agent. Twigs were used 
as test material in a 7-day treatment. 
The results indicated that the effec- 
tiveness of the phthalate as a de- 
foliant was increased by the use of 
ammonium sulphate and that the 
response to the application of the 
defoliant varies according to the 
species to which it is applied. The 
table on page 00 shows the response 
of some commonly grown kinds of 
nursery stock to applications of ME- 
3000. Most of the 200 species and 
varieties of nursery stock were satis- 
factorily defoliated. 

In field tests at Ithaca, N. Y., from 
late September to mid-November 
applying phthalate salt at three- 
tenths per cent solution with a wet- 
ting agent by means of a 3-gallon 
hand sprayer or with commercial- 
type spraying equipment, Ligustrum 
ovalifolium and Weigela floribunda 
were used as test plants. Only the 
ligustrum treated September 27 and 
October 15 at Newark, N. Y.. and 
October 3 and October 10 at Ithaca, 
N. Y., defoliated satisfactorily. Other 
nursery stock which defoliated satis- 
factorily in the nursery row, treated 
from September 27 to October 15, 
included Berberis thunbergi, Chae- 
nomeles lagenaria, Deutzia gracilis, 
Hibiscus syriacus., Kerria japonica, 
Ligustrum obtusifolium regelianum, 
malus species, Prunus triloba, Rose 
Flaming Youth, summer snow, Spi- 
raea thunbergi, Spiraea vanhouttei, 
Spiraea prunifolia flore-pleno, Sy- 
ringa vulgaris, Viburnum dentatum 
and Viburnum tomentosum. 

To obtain good defoliation, ade- 
quate coverage of the foliage is 
necessary. The chemical does not 
appear to be translocated readily ex- 
cept from root applications. It is 
virtually contact action when ap- 
plied to foliage. 


Apple Gas and Ethylene. 


Apple gas and ethylene chlorohy- 
drin are used to defoliate by gassing. 
Hydrangea macrophylla grown by 
florists as pot plants for forcing in 
greenhouses is often defolated by 
placing the plants in a warm head 
house or packing room where the 
temperature can be maintained at 
75 degrees Fahrenheit for four days. 
A truckload of ripe McIntosh ap- 
ples is driven into the room, and fans 
circulate the air. The recommended 
amount of apples is one bushel to 
300 to 400 cubic feet of gassing 
chamber.

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Tests begun in the fall of 1949 at 
Cornell University with freshly dug 
Ligustrum ovalifolium, including 
stock from storage, potted plants and 
cut twigs, indicated a satisfactory 
amount ol defoliation at tempera- 
tures of 60 degrees or more with 
either apple gas or ethylene chloro- 
hydrin. Further tests indicated that 
temperatures of 70 degrees and 80 
degrees resulted in eighty-five per 
cent and ninety-three per cent de- 
foliation trom apple gas, respective- 
ly, after five days’ treatment, but 
only thirty-nine per cent defoliation 
after treatment at 60 degrees. 

In experiments on Berberis thun- 
bergi purpurea and Ligustrum ovali- 
folium, stored at 70 degrees in cello- 
phane envelopes, it was found that 
apple gas speeded up defoliation and 
resulted in more complete defolia- 
tion than did ethylene chlorohydrin. 

Comparison of tests showed apple 
gas more effective in Berberis thun- 
bergi purpurea and Ligustrum ovali- 
folium while ethylene chlorohydrin 
resulted in greater defoliation of 
caryopteris. 

Tests on the weight of the apple 
tissue as a source of the gas when 
treatment was given at 70 degrees 
indicated little relationship between 
the weight of the apple gas source 
and the amount of defoliation in 
three different types of privet. Ap- 
ple gas was effective in_ bringing 
about defoliation, but the tighter the 
foliage was packed, the less effective 
the treatment. 

In tests at 70 degrees with apple 
gas, Ligustrum ovalifolium, For- 
sythia Spring Glory, Hydrangea 
A.G., Hydrangea P. G., Hydrangea 
macrophylla and Berberis thunbergi 
purpurea defoliated well, but cary- 
opteris, Rose Golden Dawn, Caly- 
canthus floridus and Weigela flori- 
bunda either wilted or failed to de- 
foliate in response to treatment. 

In tests with Berberis thunbergi 
purpurea, Ligustrum  ovalifolium 
Golden Vicary and Spiraea bum- 
ada Anthony Waterer, taken from 
commercial nursery storage at New- 
ak, N. Y., apple gas resulted in 
complete defoliation; two species, 
Hypericum Sun Gold and Hy- 
drangea P. G., retained their foliage. 
Gassing would not appear to be nec- 
esary for all species, for hydrangea 
was completely defoliated except for

varieties respond to treatment even 
under warm temperatures of 70 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. Overdosage with 
ethylene chlorohydrin is likely to in- 
jure nursery stock seriously. The 
use of either apple gas or ethylene 
chlorohydrin does not appear prac- 
tical or reliable for all species and 
varicties. 
Summary. 


Prestorage defoliation of nursery 
stock in the field during early au- 
tumn was satisfactorily accomplished 
with a readily soluble easily applied 
defoliant. Foliage sprays applied in 
the field resulted in good defoliation 
with some species but poor defolia- 
tion, if any, with others. 

Defoliation is followed by rapid 
leafing out in many species. During 
warm weather stock should be dug 
within a week to ten days after 
treating for defoliation. Species vary 
in their response. 

Endothal with a few exceptions 
was as effective as other defoliants 
tested as a spray including potas- 
sium cyanate two per cent and 
Nacconol NR four per cent. 

Field trials with hand-operated 
and power spray equipment gave 
similar results to those obtained from 
twig samples on the limited number 
of species included in the field tests. 

Injury to plants from Endothal 
was confined to killing succulent 
young growth when larger amounts 
of chemical were applied than were 
needed for defoliation. The rapid 
response of nursery stock to Endo- 
thal permits preliminary tests under 
nursery conditions before large-scale 
operations are undertaken. Until 
present tests are concluded nursery- 
men are cautioned to use Endothal or 
other defoliants on a_ small-scale 
basis only. 

Defoliation during processing the 
storage cellar by the use of chemical 
sprays was not reported. The pos- 
sibilities of using apple gas appear 
to be limited by the practice of 
bundling and stacking nursery stock 
to conserve space as well as by the 
temperature needed and time re- 
quired. In special cases the use of 
apple gas may be employed to ad- 
vantage, but it is not practical or 
reliable for all species and varieties. 

The preferred method of defoliat- 
ing nursery stock (a noninjurious 
quick-acting, pre-digging foliage 
spray) may be realized in either of 
several chemicals for at least some 
of the species in large demand for 
fall planting. Endothal, Nacconol 
NR and potassium cyanate are indi- 
cated in this report.
